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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Andreason (US 2003/0008612) in view of Ogman et al. (US 2003/0186676). 

A. Regarding claims 1-3 and 6-7, Andreason discloses a system in which a 
stationary telephony terminal is used by a subscriber to connect to a mobile radio 
telephony network via the subscriber's mobile radio telephone (page 1 , paragraph 8). 
The subscriber has only one telephone number and there is only one set of user data, 
or "account" information, for the subscriber in the network (page 1, paragraphs 12-13). 
The stationary telephone terminal and radio telephone are connected to each other by a 
short range Bluetooth radio link between two transceivers (page 2, paragraph 36). 
When the mobile comes in range of the Bluetooth transceiver of the stationary terminal, 
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the mobile receives inquiry signals via its Bluetooth transceiver and sends inquiry 
response signals back to the stationary terminal. After this process, a master/slave 
configuration is set up between the two devices where a switch can be utilized to allow 
either of the two devices to act as a master or slave therefore rendering the 
"switching. ..carried out automatically by means of signaling" (page 6, paragraph 76). 
However, Andreason does not explicitly disclose the use of two mobile communications 
appliances. Ogman et al. discloses a system and method for sharing cellular 
communication services among mobile stations comprising two mobile telephones 
having a common telephone number (page 4, paragraph 36). Therefore it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
follow the teachings of Ogman et al., and implement two mobile telephones in the 
invention of Andreason in order to allow the communication between two distinct cellular 
telephones over two distinct cellular networks employing different protocols. 
B. Regarding claims 4-5 and 8-9, Andreason discloses an identification and 
authentication procedure between the mobile telephone and the stationary terminal 
(page 5, paragraph 59). Before a subscriber keys for a call on the stationary terminal 
an authorization must be given (e.g. a PIN-code for the subscriber's mobile telephone) 
(page 1, paragraph 10).
